MEN 


Awful Disaster at the 
Vulcan Mine. 

More .Than Forty Miners ‘Are 
Therein Entombed. 


The Shaft Blown to Pieces by a 
Gas Explosion. 


Only One Man So Far as is Known 
Has Escaped Alive—Smoke Rushes 
Forth in Great Volume—At- 
tempted Rescue. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

DENVER, Feb. 2&—A special to the 
News from Newcastle, Colo., says that 
an explosion occurred at the Vulcan 
mine at 11:20 o’closk this morning, 
which was the most disastrous ever 
known in the history.of this camp. To- 
night dozens of homes in the little city 
are desolate because of some loved one, 
father, husband, br@ther or son, who 
this morning left their dwellings with 
not a thought of damger or the awful 
death that so surely awaited them, 
and are now lying Iifeless at the bot- 
tom of the Vulcan slope. All business 
is practically suspem@ed; every one is 
dazed at the awfulness of the sudden 
disaster. 

No warning was given the peaceful 
villagers until a sudden report, as from 
a hundred cannon, resounded through- 
out the valley, making the earth trem- 
ble. 
places of business to see what had 
happened and one look toward the Vul- 
can mine was sufficient, for a dense 
cloud of smoke issuing from the mouth 
of the slope met the eyes of the gazers 
and told the tale of death. A throng 
of people were soon at the scene of 
disaster, a distance of nearly two 
miles from Newcastle. 

A glance was enough to dissipate 
any hope for the lives of the entombed 
men. The force of the explosion had 
caused a cave-in and the tunnel and 
air courses were filled with the fallen 
rock, earth and. timbers. Both fan- 
houses were wrecked and the stope and 
vicinity were so full of debris and! the 
gas was so bad that it was hard and 
dangerous work to begin the rescue. 
Nevertheless willing ands were soon 
at work, and five men went down as far 
as possible to a econait 
of the stope, and found it such that 
it will require much labor to regain 
the miners. The gas was so bad that, 
after the party had gotten two hun- 


pee feet they were compelled to re- 
e, 
The construction of a temporary fan- 
house was commenced at once, and the 
work of pumping fresh air into the 
mine will soon begin. It is hardly pos- 
sible that any of the miners are still 
alive, but the starting of the fans will 
be made as soon as possible in the hope 
thatif any have survived they may be 
kept alive until help reaches them. The 
only man who got out at the time the 
explosion occurred was Ed Welch, who 


was near the mouth of the tunnel and 


was blown out, his skull being frac- 
tured, arm broken, his face badly cut 


eand burned, and all the hair burned 


from his head. He was breathing when 
found, but expired shortly after with- 
out showing consciousness. Two young 
miners, Tom Conolly, and James. Pe- 
trie, met with narrow escapes. Their 
eyes becoming sore, they quit work in 
the mines and had just emerged from 
the tunnel when the explosion oc- 
curred. Forty-eight men were in the 
mine when the explosion occurred. 

As soon as the news of the explosion 
reached Newcastle Superintendent Paul 
Blount closed the mines.of the Col- 

o Fuel and Iron Company, and, 
taking all his miners, left for the Vul- 
can mines, where all are actively at 
work aiding in the attempts at rescue. 
There are two shafts in addition to the 
one in which the explosion took place. 
In the upper of these two the rescuers 
are in about three hundred feet, and 
it is through this that the air can be 
forced into some of the rooms, but none 
of those in the mines have come out, 
and it is feared that this is conclusive 
evidence that all are dead. In this main 
tunnel men are at work building a di- 
vision of boards and canvas, through 
which air canbe forced in on one side 
and the foul gas driven from the other, 
but the work is slow, and there is no 
possibility of getting far enough in the 
mine to recover any bodies before to- 
morrow. 

The cause of the explosion is not yet 
known. The coal ficild in which the 
Vulcan mine is located been 
troubled with subterranean fires for 
many years. In many places over a 
distance of eighty to one hundred miles 
smoke has issued from crevices in the 
rocks since the country was first known 
to white men and in later years more 
than one valuable coal mine has been 
destroyed by fire breaking into the 
workings. Little over a year ago the 
mines of the Vulcan Company had to 
be flooded on this account, and the old 
workings have never been. reopened, 
the drift where today’s accident oc- 
curred being a new ove. ‘li 

It is thought that the disaster may 
have been caused by breaking Into an 
immense pocket of gas generated by 
these everiasting fires. On February 8, 
State Coal Mine Inspector Griffith in. 
spected the mine and pronounced it in 
splendid condition, and the work ts said 
to have been done at all times in the 
most careful manner. 

LATER:—The number of victims can 
now be accurately stated, estimates 
running from fifty to seventy. Those 
best informed think the number is very 
likely between fifty five and sixty. The 
excitement at present is so intense that 
efforts to secure a complete list are 
useless.

REPENTED HIS CRIME. 


Mort Truesdale Confesses the Kill- 
ing of Sheidon at Leadville. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 
CEDAR FALLS, (lowa,) Feb. 18.— 


“When Mort Truesdale of Kenosha, 


Wis., confessed at the revival meet- 
ing to the murder of a man named 
Sheldon at Leadville, Col., September 
1, 1890, as mentioned in these dis- 
patches yesterday, he said: “I have 
been trying to lead a Christian life for 
several years, but have been conscious 
all the time that I was a great sinner. 


I am guilty of murder and am ready 


to surrender myself to the officers, I 
want to serve the Lord, and cannot do 
it without leaving off this awful bur- 
den.”’ 


‘To a reporter Truesdale afterward | 


made the following confesion: 

“I first met the man I murdered at 
Springfield, Ill., the 28th day of July, 
1890. He and I traveled from there to 
Colorado together. I had been a pri- 
vate detective in the State of Wiscon- 
sin. I was still a detective, but had 
nu authority outside of that State. 
The fellow’s name was Bill Sheldon 
or Shelton, I don’t know which. At 
Tennessee Pass I was ‘taken sick with 
the mountain fever. I was sick only 
one night. Sheldon was then with me, 
and while I was in bed he rifled my 
pockets, taking some private letters 
which contained matter showing that 
I was a detective. I did not know he 
took the letters until we had trouble 
the next day. 

“In the morning we started afoot’ for 
Leadville. When within a few miles 
of that city I gave out and could go 


-no further. Sheldon began swearing at 


me and spoke of the letters he had 
taken from my pocket... He said he 
had found out I was a detective and 


| would give him the worst of it for the 


crookedness he had told me of. He 
became enraged, and as he came in 
front of me with a knife I pulled a re- 
volver from my pocket and stot him 
in the head. I fired two shots. The first 
bullet struck him in the temple. The 
other bullet took effect in the back of 
his head. After the shooting I laid the 
revolver by Sheldon’s side and took the 
knife and a watch and rode into Lead- 
ville with a farmen I do not know 
whether the body was ever found or 
not.”

NEW BATTLESHIPS. 
The House Sub-Committee is in 
Favor of an Increase. 
MY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—A consid- 
erable increase in the number of bat- 
tleships for the navy is likely if the 


views prevail of the sub-committee of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee 


having in charge the preparation of 


the Naval Appropriation Bill. The sub- 
committee was in session several hours 
today and the discussion disclosed a 
majority in favor of making provision 
for at least four and probably six line- 
of-battle ships. The torpedo-boats to 
be authorized will depend very iargely 
on the number of battleships recom 
mended. Should only four battleships 
be provided fer some of the members 
think twenty torped» boats shou!d be 
allowed, but if an agreement is reached 
that six battleships are wanted, then 
the number of torpedo-boats will 
ably not exceed six or ten. 

Secretary Herbert recommended a 
provision for the enlistment of 1000 ad- 
ditional men for the navy and favora- 
ble action was taken by the sub-com- 
mittee regarding it. These men are 
needed, many of them for the manning 
of the new ships being commissioned 
from time to time. 

The sum of $250,000 will be appropri- 
ated toward the construction of guns 
for the vessels under subvention by the 
government, such as‘ the Paris and the 
New York, and which may be called on 
for naval purposes in case of necessity. 

The proposition for the construction 
of new buildings for the naval acad- 
emy, costing several millions of dol- 
lars, will not, it is said, be incorporated 
as a feature of the Naval Appropria- 
tion Bill.

by the cogent reasonings offered and

THE UNION. 


Strikes of Employees xt two Big 
Places—Employers ‘\\i'! Pat in 
What Apprentices Tic» Choose. 


A Revival of an Oli) Struggie. 


(BY ASSOCIATED WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—’ local paper 
says that all the large clothing manu- 
facturers of this city have declared 
their independence of the iabor-union 
rule in their establishments and in- 
tend hereafter to conduct their busi- 
ness independent of the union dicta- 
tion. This has already caused strikes 
of employés at two big places and more 
are threatened today. The union men 
are to have a mass-meeting this week, 
at which a general strike may be or- 
dered. The fight is a continuation 
one starting originaily in New Yor 
and afterward extending to Rochester. 

he employers were so successful in 
the East that the Chicago men decided 
to follow their lead. A meeting of rep- 
resentative manufacturers was calleda 
week ago on Monday. At that time the 
propesed combine was discussed and 
an adjournment was taken until last 
Friday night. At that time an agree- 
ment was reached which was in the na- 
ture of an offensive and defensive al 
against the labor unions. 

The agreement wes to the effect that 


in the future the manufacturers would | 


conduct their affairs as they saw fit. 
There was to be no fight against the 
labor unions so long as the unions did 
not object to the new methods of the 
employers. These new methods in- 
cluded the decision on their part to 
pay their men as they saw fit without 
regard to the union scale. The unions 
have dictated the price for several 
years and, the manufacturers claim, 
have compelled them to pay more 
wages than the men earned. This is to 
be done away with. The men are to 
be paid and promoted according to 
merit alone, 

Anotne:r teature is that hereafter the 
manufacturers will put in what ap- 
prentices they choose, something that 
has not been done heretofore. Union 
men are to be treated as any other 
men, but non-union men are not -pre- 
vented from obtaining employment. 
The price of clothing has been going 
down, the ocmpetition in the East is 
brisk and the manufacturers say they 
want a man to do $18 or $20 or $24 worth 
of work for that much pay. The mem- 
bers to the agreement have all notified 
their employés of the change. 

The employés affected are the cutters, 
the trimmers, machine operators and 
fitters. The entire number employed 
by the combine is from 900 to 1000. The 
number so far out is a comparatively 
small one. The manufacturers say 
they are prepared for the strike. 

Isaac Abel, secretary of the Garment 
Workers’ Union, No. 61, said that his 
union was nearly one thousand strong, 
and that about nine hundred of its 
members, cutters and trimmers, were 
affected by it. As to the outcome he 
thinks the union was never so strong, 
and that the manufacturers cannot at 
this season afford a long lockout. The 
question at issue is, at the bottom, 
whether the garment workers of Chi- 
cago who now receive the best pay for 
eight hours work, are to be reduced to 
the same footing as in other cities 
where men only get the same wages 
for nine hours’ work. : 

The present struggle, he said, is a re- 
viva] of that cf three years ago, when, 
after laying off their men for three 
months at the time of the depression, 
the masters tried to reduce wages On 
resuming by 33 per cent.

Senator Morgan. Did any ] rer ad- 
vise you to destroy those papers? 

Huntington. Think not; it was a mere 
casual matter. We did not regard it 
as serious. 

Senator Morgan. It becomes serious 
here. I should like very much to have 
the books here now. 

Huntington. I should like very much 
for you to have them, , in view of 
the fact that they are not in exist- 
ence, I don’t see how in the world you 
are going to get them. 

Reference being made to the Cali- 
fornia memorial, Huntington said it 
emanated from the Sutro meeting, but, 
he declared, it was not half as earnest 
as was Sutro, when he (Sutro) told 
him (Huntington) that he would fight 
the latter if he did not build his road 
out to his (Sutro’s) place, where he had 
2x saloon and gambling-house. Hunt- 
ington said these people who were 
fighting him in California were “about 
as uncanny @ crowd as a farmer éver 
found im his’ hen-roovst.” 

‘The examination was then turned into 
an inquiry as to the payment of the 
Contract and Finance Company in the 
construction of the Central Pacific and 
of the organization and operation of 
the Western Development Company 
and the Pacific Improvement Company, 
composed largely of the Central Pacific 
men, engaged in building other roads 
in California. At one time during this 
branch of the inquiry Senator Morgan 
sought to confine Huntington’s replies 
to definite lines. 

Senator Frye interfered to say the 
witness should be allowed to answer 
in his own way. 

“I want him to answer,” replied Sen- 
ator Morgan; “that is what I am trying 
to get him to do, but I am going to con- 
duct this examination exactly to my 
taste until the committee stops me.” 

The questioning in this connection 
developed that the Central Pacifie or- 
eanizers had built three other roads in 
California connected with the Centra] 
Pacific and bought about twelve which 
failed. 

Huntington said the roads built cost 
about $40,000 a mile. The construction 
companies had been paid with bonds 
which were issued by the Central Pa- 
cific Company. 

When the afternoon session began, 
Senator Morgan was the only member 
of the committee present, though oth- 
ers came in later. Senator Morgan con- 
tinued his examination of C. P. Hunt- 
ington as to the connection of the Cen- 
traj Paeific with its branch lines in Ca]- 


Taking up the question of the govern- 
ment indebtedness, Senator Morgan 
asked Huntington if he considered the 
interest which had been paid by the 
government on the guaranty bonds a 
part of the Central Fac ific debt to the 
government. Huntington replied he did. 
that his proposition” was to calculate 
the entire amount up to the maturity of 
the bonds, including interest as well as 

rincipal and count it all as interest. 

e did not, however, understand that 

was expected to pay interest on in- 
terest. He did not think the company 
could pay more than 2 per cent on this 
extension. 

Replying to an assertiongmade at a 
mass-meeting in San Francisco that he,

taken. 

Senator Gear, chairman cf the Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railways, called at- 
tention to the misapprehension that 
the committee was hearing only rail- 
road officers and agents. Wn the con- 
trary, he said, full and ample notice 
had been given all parties who desired 
to appear. The committee could not 
undertake to subpoena the patrons of 
these roads. 

Senator Allen ‘of Nebraska insisted 
that the patrons, traders, etc., along 
the line had not been invited to a hear- 
ing, The only persons heard were 
Huntington, Winslow and other inter- 
ested parties. 

There was a sharp three-cornered de- 
bate between Senators Gear, Allen and 
Wolcott as to the committee’s course. 
Senator Gear wanted to know whom 
Senator Allen desired to have heard. 
Senator Allen responded that the 
Farmers’ Alliance in Nebraska had a 
large fund of information Why was 
it not asked for? 

“We have no official knowledge of the 
existence of such an organization,” re- 
sponded Senator Gear. 

Senator Allen declared there was con- 
spicuous evidence the country over of 
the Alliance’s existence. : 

“Why does not the Nebraska Sena- 
tor inform his ANiance constituents of 
this hearing?” asked Senator Wolcott, 
“possibly securing them passes, as 
they would doubtless decline to come 
at government expense, as contrary to 
their principles.”’ 

Senator Allen continued his criti- 
cisms of the committee at considerable 
length. 

Senator Peffer sought to secure action 
on his resolution for the creation of a 
special committee of five Senators to 
inquire into the circumstances of re-

Senator Sherman moved to refer the 
resolution to the Finance Co:nmittee. 
He said that if such an inquiry was 
made a regular committee of the Sen- 
ate should conduct it, thus avoiding 
needless expense of a special inquiry. 
Senator Sherman said that as a rule 
he considered it desirable when charges 
of impropriety were made against offi- 
cials of the government that an in- 
quiry should be made.

Bill was then taken up. The debate 
proceeded on the amendment of Senator 
Vilas of Wisconsin for an increase of 
military cadet appointments by two 
from each State. After a debate of 
three hours, Senator Vilas’s amend- 
ment and all propositions called with it, 
were defeated by 24 to 27. . 

The Military Academy Appropriation 
Bill was then passed substantially as 


reported. 


The Pension Appropriation Bill was 
then taken up. Senator Gorman took 
occasion to state that the vast amount 
of the Pension Bill, about $140,000,000, 
was one of the several sums which 
hung over the treasury like a pall, 
swelling the expenditures of the. gov- 
ernment beyond the revenues, The bill 
was then passed. 

Senator Call of Florida offered a res- 
olution, which went over, providing 
that lapsed bids under the recent bond 
issue be assigned to the lowest among 
the other bidders, 

At 5:25 o’clock the Senate went into 
executive session and, a few minutes 
afterward, adjourned until tomorrow. 

HOUSE—The House today passed the 
Agricultural Appropriation Bill. It car- 
ries. $3,158,192. The section of the Re- 
vised Statutes for the purchase and 
distribution of “rare and uncommon” 
seeds, which Secretary Morton de- 
clined to execute in the current appro- 
priation law, was repealed, the appro- 
priations for seed was increased from 
$130,000 to $150,000 and its execution was 
made mandatory upon the Secretary. 

Mr. Cousins of Iowa introduced his 
amendment to reduce Mr. Morton’s sal- 
ary from $8000 to $2000 until he ex- 
pended the appropriation in the ¢current 
law, but the amendment was ruled out 
on a, point of order. ee 

Several amendments to the -Meat In- 
specstion Act of 1891 recommended by 
Secretary Morton, which would have 
given him additional power to enforce 
regualtions and have strengthened the 
law by the imposition of penalties for 
violations, were stricken out. 

Bills were passed to.permit the Kan- 
sas and Fort Scott Railroad to extend 
its lines into the Indian Territory; to 
dispose of the Fort Klamath hay reser- 
vation and to grant the Columbia and 
Red Mountain Railroad a right of way 
through the Colville Reservation... 

A resolution was adopted directing 

the Committee on Ways and Means to 
investigate the effect of the difference 
of exchange between gold and silver 
standard countries, upon the manufac- 
turing industries of the United States. 
Notice was also given that the con- 
tested election case of Van Horne vs. 
Tarsney would be called up next Tues- 
day. 
Mr. Newlands, who presented the 
Ways and Means investigation resolu- 
tion, stated that the Chamber of Com- 
merce of San Francisco had called the 
attention of the country to the inva- 
sion of products from Oriental coun- 
tries, especially Japan. 

California, he said, had already felt 
the effect of this competition.

PATCHOGUE (I. I.,) Feb, 18.—Much 
apprehension is felt here for the safety 
of the persons who crossed the great 
south bay yesterday to visit the steam- 
ship Lamington, stranded at Fire Isl- 
and Beach. Many went to gather or- 
anges, as it had been given out that 
the fruit was to be floated. The cold 
snap froze the bay solid enough to 
make a return to shore impossible, 
the boats being unable to break their 
way through the ice field. 

All day those on shore have been 
testing the ice to see if it was strong 
enough to support fceboats that a trip 
might be made to the steamship to 
ascertain the condition of the missing 
townsmen, Many of those on the beach 
are illy provided with clothing and 
must be suffering severely from the 
weather.

THE FATAL TROY FIRE. 


LIST OF VICTIMS CONTAINS BUT 
THREE DEAD, 


Had a Certain Door Been Opened All 
Might Have Escaped Alive—The 
Search in the Ruins—Monetary 
Loss.

TROY (N, Y.,) Feb. 18.—Several fire 
engines are still pouring water upon 
the ruins of the Burnett building. If 
any victims are in the ruins it will be 
impossible to reach the bodies for hours, 
perhaps days, No additional names of 
missing people have been reported. 

Acoording to Deputy State Factory 
Inspector Devine, the avenues of es- 
cape from the building were plenty. 
The fifth floor, where the flames broke’ 
out, is divided by a partition into two 
parts, with a door in the center known 
as a fire-door, to be opened only in such 
emergency. The south part, where the 
fire was started, was occupied by 
Stettheimer & Co., and the north pare 
by Van Zandt, Jacobs & Co. From one 
of these two departments there was a 
stairway leading directly to the street, 
If the door in the partition separating 
the two departments had been opened, 
the employés of Stettheimer & Co. 
could have escaped through the depart- 
ment of Van Zandt, Jacobs & Co., and 
down the north stairway. None of the 
employés of Van Zandt, Jacobs & Co. 
were injured as far as learned. The

There appears to be no doubt that Ma+ 
ceo has succeeded in crossing the 
trocha, or strong line 
Whether he has succeeded in joining 
Gomez is not known positively. If they 
have not met they are undoubtedly 
close to each other. 
It igs reported that it is the intention 
of the rebel chiefs to move eastward at 
an early day. If the insurgents have 
vacated Pinar del Rio province the 
chances are very favorable for saving 
the valuable tobacco crop, as the best 
part of the tobacco raised on the island 
is grown west of Havana. Tobacco has 
risen considerably in six weeks.

“The Market-street Bank is a small 
concern recently opened in the Spreck- 
els building, right in the business sec- 
tion of the city. Cashier Hopkins and 
Book-keeper Hayshorst were the only 
ones in the bank at 9:45 o’clock this 
morning when three masked men en- 
tered. Pointing their pistols at the 
headsof the bank employés, the robbers 
ordered them to throw up their hands. 
Hayshorst obeyed, but Hopkins endea- 
vored to get a pistol from a drawer. A 
shot from one of the robbers stopped! 
him and he threw up his hands. The 
bullet. did not hit the cashier, but the 
shot was fired at such close range that 
his face was burned by the pdwder. 
The robbers then went behind the coun- 
ter and hustled their prisoners into the 
vault. They shut but could not lock 
the door and then raked the coin in 
sight from the money trays into a sack. 
Then they left the. building. 

Ng one saw thew go in, or saw them 
go out of the bank. Although an officer 
arrived in less than a minute after the 


- robbery had been. committed, not a 


trace of the thieves could: be found. 
The bank people will not say how 
much money was taken, but the 
amount does not exceed $700. Police- 
man Dower, who was the first officer 
to arrive, made an investigation of the 
premises and heard the statements of, 
the bank officials. He expresses doubt 
that any robbery was committed. 

The bank officials stated tonight that 
the robbers got away with $3600.

THE COUNCIL ORGANIZED. . 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—The

J. K. McLean was chairman, and as 
soon as the council was formally 
opened, Dr. Brown protested against 
the caucus of the members of the coun- 
cil held yesterday afternoon. He said 
that he was: not present and that the 
meeting was illegal and unfair. 

Chairman McLean said nothing pre- 
judicial to Dr. Brown had been done, 
but that the council had merely organ- 
ized. 
“The council had no right:to meet 
without my knowledge,” said Dr. 
Brown. 

“Do you challenge our right to pro- 
ceed with the trial,” asked Dr. Mc- 
Lean. 

Dr. Brown disclaimed such a strong 
statement, but repeated his protest. 
The secretary read the proceedings of 


mally opened for testimony against Dr, 
Brown. 

It was finally decided by the council 
that Dr. Brown’s standing as a minis- 
ter, as well as the charges of immoral- 
ity, should be investigated. The coun- 
cil then adjourned until evening. 

At the evening session of the council 
things apparently went against the ac- 
cused minister. He resisted the propo- 
sition to appoint a committee to receive 
the charges against him, but the board 
appointed such a committee in ‘the per- 
sons of H. W..Hoyt, William Roder and 
E. C. Williams. Dr. Brown also pro- 
posed that the charges of Mrs. David- 
son be excluded, as she was a disrepu- 
table and irresponsible person. The 
council decided, however, that any per- 
son signing formal charges should be 
heard. 

‘Dr. Brown then wanted to be ap- 
pointed a member of the committee to 
receive the charges, saying he knew 
“more about the case than any one else 
and that it was proper that he should 
serve on the committee. The council 
thought otherwise and Dr. Brown then 


taken. He wanted the investigation to 
be as open and complete as possible. 
The council will hold afternoon and 
evening sessions until Saturday when, 
if the case is not finished, an adjourn- 
ment will be taken until Monday. 
Pastor Brown was mere buoygnt in 
spirit tonight than he had been for 
several days before the convening of 
the Council.

OLD "BLIND ANNIE”? DEAD. 


Death of a Semi-Historical Char- 
acter of Chinatown. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Old 
“Blind Annie” is dead. She was as 
much of a landmark in the recollections 
of tourists who have visited China- 
town in the last quarter of a century 
as are the Seal Rocks and the Cliff 
House on the shores of the Pacific. She 
3 the Chinese woman who has lived 
a basement room on Jackson street, 
near Kearney, surround2d by a score of 
cats, her pets, the only comfort she 
had in this world. 

People who have been to see her will 
remember her abode. The visitor had to 
walk along a narrow corridor, and then 
descend into a courtyard into which 
“Blind Annie’s” apartment opened. It 
was no difference to her that there 
were no windows, for she had been 
blind for. twefity-eight years. People 
called on her just the same as if she 
had been in the most sumptuous rooms 
of a fashionable hotel. In fact, one of 
her most recent callers was Paderewski, 
who, it is said, will not give over ten 
minutes of his time and talent to the 
upper tendom for less than $2,500. 

As the world-renowned pianist

the old woman, he tossed her a $3 piece, 
and, feeling delightéd with -his visit, 
carried ces bric handkerchief to

FIGHTING FOR HAIR, 


Particulars from the Scene of the 
Korean Rebellion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Steamer 
Peking from Yokohama arrived this 
morning. Another rebellion has broken 
out in Korea. The Governor of Tan- 
Yang district has been taken prisoner 
by the rebels. The Korean troops de- 
feated the rebels in two engagements, 
but the rebels are not yet subdud. The 
insurrection was caused by the royal 
proclamation requiring the Koreans to 
sacrifice their queues and wear hair in 
western fashion, — 

Several Japanese papers condemn the 
release of Viscount Miura, charged with 
instigating the murder of the Korean 
Queen as a gross miscarriage of jus- 
tice. Miura was Japanese Minister at 
the Korean court and, after a brief 
preliminary examination, at Hiroshima, 
was allowed to depart. The judge said 
he was convinced that Miura incited 
the murder of the Queen, if his con- 
nection with her death was not even 
closer, but as the evidence might not 
convict Miura at a trial the prelimin- 
ary examination did not hold him. 

The lower house of the Japanese 
Parliament has passed a mewspaper bill 
rescinding the power of the govern- 
ment to suspend newspapers. The war- 
like opposition to the Japanese in For- 
mosa has moderated except in the 
mountain districts. Alf North Formosa 
is under military rule. It is expected 
that Japanese reinforcements will pro- 
eeed against the rebel army now in the 
mountains.

|The Venesueclans’ Spirit of Patriot- 
ism Concentrated and Strength- 
ened—A Big Colonization Con- 
cession}+New Developments,

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The World 
this morning says: 

“*Venezuela has recovered from the 
excitement of her recent war scare,’ 
said Dr. José Maceo Pinto, a prominent 
citizen of. that country who has just 
arrived here from Caracas. He de- 
clared that the effect of the late in- 
ternational dispute with Great Britain 
has been to strengthen and popularize 
President Crespo with all classes of 
people.

He has been 
prominent in developing the resources 
of the interior States and Territories 
of the republic and in enlarging the 
export trade in many of the chief pro- 
ducts of the country. So great is the 
confidence reposed in him by the gov- 
ernment of his country that by special 
decree, dated the 3d inst., the Minister 
of Public Works has granted to Mr. | 
Pinto, associated with Rodolfo Salazar 
Manrufe, a concession for the estab- 
lishment of an agricultural coloniza- 
tion company to develop and explore 
the resources of the entire territory of 
Amazonas, a strip of practically un- 
explored land that constitutes a large 
part of the whole country. 

“The territory involved embraces 
some of the most valuable lands in 
Venezuela. Within the conceded zone, 
a part of which was styled Eldorado 
by the early Spanish settlers, are 
many gold, silver and coal mines and 
huge forests of rubber, saravia and 
cocoa trees. It is singularly well- 
watered, and the Orinoco, Cassiquires 
Negra and Amazon Rivers, navigable 
to the remotest interiors of the tract, 
provide a direct and rapid means of 
transit to the coast. The company 
contemplates establishing a line of 
river steamships that will facilitate 
the removal of the products to the sea 
by way of the Orinoco River, shorten- 
ing by fully one-quarter the time at 
present required “for the transit of 
| cargoes by way of the Amazon through 
Brazil. It is said that about 80 per 
cent. of the rubber that is at present 
exported from Brazil is produced on 
Venezuelan soil and is regarded as 
Brazilian simply because it is carried 
from Venezuela to the coast through 
the Para country.” 

BRITISH FOOL EDITORIALS. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The arbitration debate 
in the House of Commons yesterday and the 
proposal of the Times corespondent in the 
United States, George W. Smalley, that Great 
Britain should appoint a commission of its 
own, consisting of two members, which should 
work in conjunction with two Americans as 
a new Venezuelan boundary commission, not 
to fix the boundary, but to ascertain the facts 
and report to their governments, are the 
leading subjects for editorial comment this 
afternoon, especially as Smalley’s proposal 
for a joint commision is supposed to have 
originated with the Cabinet at Washington. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘‘The Atherly 


Jones amendment (deploring the absence of a. 


pronouncement in the Queen’s speech in fa- 
vor of arbitrating the Venezuelan dispute) 
could not do good, and might: do a great deal 
of harm. Mr. Atherly Jones is old enough to 
know that the interference of the House of 
Commons in mattérs under diplomatic treat- 
ment must be intolerable. The amendment 
implying censure of the government, would 
infallibly have been negatived by a large 
majority, and would thus have defeated its 
own ends, and have conveyed to the United 
States an entirely fallacious impression of 
hostility. This, on the morning of ‘the very 
promising suggestion of Mr. Smalley, might 
have been a very serious calamity. Fortu- 
nately,no harm has been done. The House saw 
it had been on the verge of an indiscretion, 
and wisely began to talk ®f something else.”’ 

The Westminster Gazette says it entirely 
| Sympathizes with the object of Atherly 
Jones’s amendment, adding, however: ‘‘But 
it was clearly desirable, after Mr. Balfour's 
appeal and Sir William Vernon Harcourt’s 
speech, that it should not be persevered in, 
| for its certain rejection would have been in- 
terpreted in America as demonstrating that 
the House of Commons did not favor arbitra- 
tion. This would have been a thousand pities, 
with the delicate negotiations proceeding, 
and with every hope that modus vivendi will 
be found.” 

The St. James Gazette agrees that Balfour's 
intervention in the debate yesterday, in order 
to end it, was justifiable, and says: ‘‘But Sir 
William Harcourt’s utterances on arbitration 
gO a great deal further than is justified by the 
feeling here. The Chronicle and Sir William 
Harcourt most mischievously declare that the 
country is unanimous for arbitration, with- 
out specifying what arbitration. Nothing but 
harm can come of this mystification. Another 
ambiguity was introduced by Mr. Smalley’s 
suggestion, which seems to be entirely pre- 
mature until some arrangement has been ef- 
fected with Venezuela that occupation shall 
be the basis of settlement.”’ é 

The Globe says it is not surprised to learn 
that the scheme commends itself to President 
Cleveland and his ministers, continuing: 
‘‘They have taken up untenable ground and 
virtually ask our assistance to enable them 
to retire gracefully. It is often good policy 
to build a golden bridge for an adversary, but 
it must not be too costly, and the cost in the 
present instance is too great, and it has the 
fatal defect that it places the interests of Brit- 
ish subjects and territory claimed by Vene- 
zuela absolutely in the hands of an unknown 
foreigner. This sacrifice President Cleve- 
land has no right to call from us. America 
has no corresponding interest to put at stake 
as an equivalent, and we cannot consent to 
leave the position and property of 40,000 Eng- 
lishmen at the mercy of a Swiss, Belgian or 
Scandinavian arbiter.”’ 

AN ARBITRATION CONFERENCE. 

. NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—A meeting of prom- 
inent citizens of this city and Brooklyn was 
held tonight at the residence of Wiliam E. 
Dodge. The meeting was called by Mayor 
Strong, Gen. Bristow, Bishop Potter, ex-Chief 
Justice Daly, Hon. Seth Low and Mr. Dodge, 
for the purpose of forming a committee of 
representative citizens of New York and 
Brooklyn to coéperate with similar commit- 
tees which have been already established in 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Washington and other 
prominent cities in the United States, whose 
object is the calling of a national conference 
in the interest of international arbitration 
between the United States and Great Britain. 
Ex-Mayor Hewitt, at the request of Mr. 
Dodge, presided, and Rev. Josiah Strong acted 
as secretary. Mr. Hewitt has been appointed 
a chairman of a committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce for a similar purpose. 

On motion of Chauncey M. Depew the meet- 
ing adopted resolutions favoring arbitration 
of disputes between nations. 

Dr. Depew discussed the question in a brief 
speech. In conclusion, he said: ‘In our 
country, I think, as this movement pro- 
gresses, it will develop that perfect unanimity 
exists on this subject, and before long the 
universal peace which the church has been 
praying for for two thousand years will be 
realized.’’ 

On motion of Gen. Bristow, Bishop Potter, 
Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, J. C. Cadwallader, 
H. E. Howland and W. E. Dodge were ap- 
pointed as delegates to a meeting in favor 
of arbitration, to take place in Independence 
Hall, Philadelphia, on Washington’s birth- 
day, with power to add to their number. 

THINKS THERE’S AN AGREEMENT. 

PARIS, Feb. 19.—The Temps says it be- 
lieves that the withdrawal yesterday of 
Atherly Jones's amendment prefaces the an- 
nouncement that an agreement has been 
reached between Great Britain and the 
United States on the Venezuela question, and

SMALLEY'S GREAT DISCOVERY. 
LONDON, Feb. 19.-A Washington dispatch 
to the Times warns the English government 
against delay in responding to the overtures 
indicated in the correspendent’s dispatch of 
yesterday, which gave an outline of a plan for 
a joint commission on. the Venezuelan dispute 
of British and American members, which he 
said would be acceptable to the United States. 
“The danger is,"’ says the Times corre- 
spondent, ‘that the public will not support | 
this new departure so readily as it did Presi- 
dent Cleveland's message. But whatever re- 
ception it may receive the Washington gov- 
ernment will carry out its purpose to give full 
effect to its proposal. The more quickly Eng- 
land accepts the offer, the more general is 
the approval of the American people likely 
to be. It is no light thing to let such sugges- 
tions come before the American public with- 
out a previous assurance of their acceptance 
by England.”’

A month ago he was bap- 
tized at St. Mary’s Cathedral in San 
Francisco by Archbishop Riordan, and 
the baptismal name given him was 
Stanislaus Auguste. 

The Princess has many friends here, 
and her coming visit to her mother at 
the Sperry residence on Nortn saireet 
is being looked forward to with rpleas- 
ure by those who knew her when 
Stockton was her nome. She will, of 
course, be accompanied ty her hus- 
band, the Prince, and probably scme 
big social event will be arrauged in 
honor of their visit. 

Of course everybody in the swim will 
want to know something about Prince 
Andre Poniatowski’s lineage. When 
little Stanislaus was born the Paris 
Triboulet in a department devoted to 
heraldry spoke of the father’s rank in 
the world of art and letters. He was

poets. The history of the family was 
related as follows:

The King died celibate. His nephew, 
Prince Joseph Ponitatowski, Marechal 
of France, killed at the battle of Leip- 
sig in 1813, left no posterity. 

The family is exclusively continued 
by the descendants of the Prince Casi- 
mir, brother of the Kine.

SOCIAL PROGRESS. 


We meet every day those who as- 
sure us that the world is going to the 
dogs, people with pessimistic vision 
who recognize no social progress nor 
anything good in the times in which 
we live. “The good old days of our 
fathers,”’ is a theme that they delight 
to dwell upon, and to hear them de- 
claim one would suppose that the 
world ‘had been going backward for 
and that the constant 
tendency was toward. retrogression 
rather than advancement. 

But this is by no means the case, 
although we have some tendencies in 
our social life which do not tend to 
the good of society, but on the whole 
the condition of the world today is in- 
finitely better than it ever was be- 
fore, and life is easier for all classes. 
The laboring man is better off, is 
better housed, has better opportunities 
for the education of his children, has 
more comforts than he-ever possessed 


before, even to an extent that what-a 


few years ago were regarded “ as 
luxuries to be enjoyed only by the 
rich, he may now command and. ap- 
propriate freely to his own use. In 
spite of strikes and boycotts, and the 
injury which through them the labor- 
ing man brings upon himself and his 
cause, the condition of the working 
classes, the day laborers in : ‘every 
field of industry, shows the continued 
improvement consequent upon shorter 
hours of labor and better wages. And 
this improvement, this upward trend 
of social conditions is, happily, not 
confined to our own country alone, al- 
though in no other land is the con- 
dition of wage-earners so favorable as 
here, where class distinctions do not 
exist, and where the honest, indus- 
trious poor boy of today may be the 
man of influence and wealth tomor- 
row. 

Class distinctions, under such con- 
ditions, are out of place, and mean 
nothing. They cannot exist as bar- 
riers to progress. The future of the 
individual in this country rests abso- 
lutely with himself. The opportuni- 
ties for the accumulation of wealth 
are all open to him, and he needs only 
diligence in business and intelligence 
enough to seize upon those opportuni- 
ties as they are presented to enable 
him to command success. 

A pleasant view of social progress 
comes to us also from England. The 
January issue of the Humanitarian re- 
ports an interview with Sir Walter 
Besant, in the course of which Sir 
Walter gives utterance to many assur- 
ing and encouraging remarks as to the 
progress which is noticeable among the 


English masses, particularly in great 


cities, which are naturally the centers 
of the greatest want and suffering. In 
reply to the interrogation of Mr. She- 
‘rard whether he thought the social con- 
dition of the poor in London had been 
improved of late years, Sir Walter Be- 
sant replied: 
“Immensely improved. Everything 
is better. Wages are better, hours of 
work are much shorter, food is cheaper 
and better, clothes are cheaper and 
better. In a word the improvement is 
immense. . . . Although much re- 
mains to be done in the way of hous- 
ang the poor, in this respect also I have 
moticed. the greatest improvement. 
Leok at the many model buildings 
which are now to be seen in al! parts 
‘of London, and especially in the South 
of London, where tens of thousands of 
workmen are now lodged in clean flats. 
which possess proper lavatories and 
ganitary conveniences, which were the 
exception twenty years ago.” 
He also refers to the benevolent 
work which the rich of London are 
doing for suffering humanity in, the 


establishment in all parts of the great 


metropolis of the world of model hos- 
pitals, where the poor, unfortunate 
cripples and deformed people of the 
city are cared for, and those unable 
to labor through ill health are having 
their wants supplied. 

The greater activity of the church, 
Sir Walter, also comments’ upon. 
There is more of applied Christianity 
in London as well as. elsewhere. An 
immense amount of work is being 
done in the way of educating the 
children of the slums, and clubs are 
formed for boys and girls, where this 
work of lifting up the masses is going 
on, and societies are organized for 
the sale of clothing to the very poor 
at the very cheapest rates possible. 
There is ceaseless activity, even in 
this modern Babylon, to brighten the 
lives of the poor, and to broaden 
them, and to help them to help them- 
selves, 


And what is true of London is true. 


of numerous others of the great cities 
of Christendom. The impulse of hu- 
manity is towards a greater spirit of 
helpfulness, a broader benevolence. 
The world is not going backward. 
The poor man is not tending toward a 
state of harder servitude, and if he but 
proves true to himself, and maintains 
the dignity and integrity of Labor, 
there is for him as well as for the 
wealthier classes, a golden future.

COST OF DEMOCRATIC SUPREMACY, 


“Under the Harrison administra- 
tion,” observes the Louisville Commer- 
cial, ‘“‘we had cut down the interest on 
the public debt to less than $2,000,000. 
During this Cleveland Democratic ad- 
ministration we have run it up over 
$3,000,000. All for the purpose of try- 
ing a Democratic free-trade experi- 
ment.” 

It is quite true that the interest-bur- 
den of the government has been in- 
creased principally “for the purpose 
of trying a free-trade experiment;” but 
it has been increased by a _ greater 
amount than is stated in the quotation 
above given. The first two loans were 
for $50,000,000 each, at 5 per cent., for 
ten years, or $5,000,000 interest per 
year for the two. The next loan was 
for $62,000,000 at 4 per cent., for thirty 
years, or $2,480,000 per year. The 
latest loan was for $100,000,000, at 4 
per cent., for thirty years, or $4,000,000 
per year. 

It will thus be seen that the total 
annual increase of interest-burden by 
the four bond-issues under the present 
administration has been $11,480,000, 
instead of $3,000,000. This large amount 
has been in some degree offset by the 
premiums paid, it is true, but nomin- 
ally the annual interest-burden is as 
stnited. 

The total amount of interest which 
the government will have to pay on 
these loans is a sum worth considering. 
The aggregate of interest alone is 
$244,400,000, while the aggregate prin- 
cipal of the four loans is only $262,000,- 
000. Thus, adding principal and in- 
terest, we have a grand total of $506,- 
000,000, or over half a billion, as the 
public cost of the Democratic experi- 
ment to the American people up to 
date, 

By public cost is meant the total in- 
crease of the interest-bearing debt. 
But that does not, by any means, rep- 
resent the actual cost of Democratic 
mismanagement to the people. The 
losses inflicted upon all _ interests 
through the stagnation of trade and 
industry, brought about: by Democratic 
misrule, would make a far greater ag- 
gregate than the increase of the public 
debt, if their sum could be accurately 
computed. 
.From the foregoing facts and figures. 
it is apparent that Democratic control 
‘of the government is much more ex- 
pensive than it might appear to be at 
a superficial glance. 


MKINLEY IN THE LEAD. 


The Chicago Record, an independent 
journal which certainly cannot with 
truthfulness be accused of partiality 
to Maj. McKinley as a presidential

“It becomes necessary to note that 
this is a particularly early spring for 
William McKinley of Ohio. There are 
numerous indications that if the frost 
is not already out of the ground in his 
State it is rapidly disappearing before 
a thaw. Events in various localities 
show that at the St. Louis convention 
a large number of delegates are likely 
to have their minds made up for the 
eminent tariff-raiser on the first bal- 
lot. It is undeniable, also, that a con- 
sensus of opinion in widely scattered 
parts of the country would show a 
strong McKinley inclination, particu- 
larly since the withdrawal of Harrison 
and the evidences of a wane in the 
movement toward Reed, 

“Such at least are the signs in the 
fourth month before the convention. 
It is well known, of course, that the 
early prominence and strength of one 
candidate is, in one way, an element 
of weakness. It gives all the other 
candidates an opportunity to combine 
against a common antagonist and 
make what sort of bargain may be 
most likely to secure his defeat. But 
McKinley’s early support seems to be 
big enough to overcome considerable 
opposition. Will the anti-McKinley 
delegates attempt to divert the tend- 
ency toward thet genleman or will 
they make haste to get into his band 
wagon before the procession starts? 

“Anything, of course, may happen 
between this and convention time. 
The nominee may be some man of 
whom no one is thinking at all just 
now. But at the present stage of 
proceedings it must be admitted that 
McKinley’s boom is traveling consid- 
erably in front of its competitors and 
getting over ground at a very respect- 
able rate of speed, too.” 


Senator Tillman, in his speech on 
the silver question, recently, referred 
to the “endless chain” arrangement 
complained of by President Cleveland 
as “a contrivance with thieves at one 
end and dishonest officials at the other, 
to rob the American people.”

cayeful readers of The Times will 
have noticed that Maj. McKinley in 
his Chicago speech was very pro- 
nounced on the two great issues, pro- 
tection’ and sound money; a trimmer 
would have dodged these “binding’’ 
questions under the circumstances. It 
is to the everlasting credit of protcc- 
tion’s tireless champion that he met 
these issues fairly, squarely, manfully, 
as he meets all issues and all public 
emergencies.

He declared again for the fa- 
miliar and sound principles—not of 
gold monometallism, which the Demo- 
cratic and Populistic enemies of the 
Republican party charge upon it—but 
of true bimetallism, the use of gold, 
silver and paper in the currency of. the 
nation, each dollar to’ be made and 
kept as good as every other dollar, and 
every one of them to have one hundred 
cents worth of purchasing power, the 
country over. No rich man’s dollars 
of gold, worth par or full value; no 
poor man’s dollars worth only 50 cents, 
or any other sum less than 100 cents 
each. No dollars that lie on the face 
of them; for is there,any other crime, 
short of. treason, greater than that of 
a nation debasing its own coinage? The 
uttering of money whict is suffered 
through its own weakness to fall: be- 
low par is nothing le*s than the rob- 
bery of its own citizens—the repudia- 
tion by the government that made it, 
of that portion of each dollar which 
represents the difference between the 
face value and the actual purchasing 
valve of that dollar. This is the logic 
of the clear, bold and Republican ut- 
terance of this favorite son, not of 
Ohio alone. but of the American re- 
public in his speech last nicht. 

I cannot adequately depict in this

MOORE HEARD FROM. 
He Advises His Friends to Remain 


in Los Angeles. 


One of the officers on duty at the 
Police Station received a, letter yester- 


.day from W. B. Moore, the ex-City| #4—H 


Jailer who left for parts unknown to 
avoid paying his divorced wife alimony. 
Moore sald in his letter that he had not 
yet secured employment, but he ex- 
pected to strike a job soon. He advised 
all. his friends who are not compelled to 
pay alimony to remain in Los Angeles, 
as in his opinion there was no place 
quite so pleasant to live in. The offi- 
cers at the station who know where 
Moore is, carefully guarded his secret, 
as they do not want his ex-wife or her 
friends to discover his whereabouts. 

The attorneys of Moore’s first wife 
deny that she ever asked for more than 
$35 alimony. They. say his salary as 
City Jailer was $90 a month and that 
he received a good salary all the while. 
he held office under Sheriff Cline. Be- 
sides, his first wife brought him $250’ 
when she married him. Under these 
circumstances, they claim, the court 
awarded Mrs. Moore, who is sickly, $35 
a month for the support of herself and 
10-year-old child, which he avoided pay- 
ing. The divorce was granted July 18, 
1895, and September 1, following, ‘he 
married again. He left the State, they 
claim, not solely on account of being 
compelled to pay alimony, but to avoid 
othercreditors, among whom isa brother- 
in-law whom he owes $200. Mrs. Moore, 
her attorneys say, has no. property 
whatever, nor means of support, and 
they repudiate the idea that she tried 
to persecute her first husband. Jctn 
McCoy, brother of the divorced Mrs. 
Moore, concurs in her lawyers’ state- 
ment and has requested publication 
thereof. fe 

Moore’s fellow-officers, on the con- 
trary, speak highly of him, and say 
they always found him to be an honor- 
able man.

Unfortunate Blunder of a School- 
house Contractor. 


A mistake or blunder of the con- 
tractor who has in charge the con- 
struction of the new school building 
on Boyd street promises. to result in 
a complication of a serious character.

Interesting Diworce Case on Trial 
Before Judge Smith. 

A pretty, refined-looking little woman 
Sat in the witness chair yesterday in 
Judge Shaw’s court, telling a pitiful 
Story. of the cruelty and cold neglect 
which has ruined the lives of countless 
women since the divine institution of 
marriage first came into fashion. A 
few yards away from her was a thin 
young man, with hard blue eyes set 
too close together, a sharp nose, thin 
lips and a stubborn jaw. Beside him 
were his parents, his father, a man 
of the same type as himself, and his 
mother, a puritanical-looking woman 
with a meekly querulous expression of 
countenance. 

The plaintiff was Mrs. Emily A. 
Boyer, who had married Eugene Boyer 
in 1893, who now seeks a di- 
vorce on ‘the ground that her married 
life was made intolerable to her by her 
husband's cold and selfish neglect of 
her comfort and happiness. The suit is 
being vigorously contested by Boyer 
and his parents, mainly on account of 
property interests which would have te 
be divided if the young wife should 
succeed in gaining her freedom. 

It was a romantic match in the first 
place. Mrs. Boyer, then Emma 
Schneider, lived in Kingley, Ia.; and 
Eugene Boyer'in Los Angeles. By some 
means, the young people became ac- 
quainted, and struck up a correspond- 
ence, which lasted three or four years. 
They became engaged, although Miss 
Schneider never. saw Boyer until a 
fortnight before she married him. 

He had represented himself as a man 
of means, and as the owner of the 
ranch which, in fact, belonged to his 
father, Isaac Royer, and upon which 
he was simply allowed to live. All went 
well for a while, but the young wife 
soon discovered that she had made a 
mistake.

NEWTON BROWN AGAIN. 


Second Trial of the Alleged Over- 
lenient Jailer. 


Newton Brown’s second trial began 
yesterday. While jailer of the San Ber- 
nardino County Jail, Newton Brown 
held in custody certain Federal pris- 
,-0ners who were suffering imprisonment 

as punishment fer contempt of court. 
These men had been sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment by Judge Ross 
because they had interfered with rail- 
way traffic during the great strikes of 
1894, thus showing disregard for the 
decree of the Circuit Coyrt which 
placed the property in the hands of a 
receiver. It was for allowing one of 
these prisoners, Martin Keily, undue 
privileges that Newton Brown was 
tried in the District Court some weeks 
ago. The jury in the case disagreed. 

The second trial began at 19:30 a.m. 
yesterday. In the main the testimony 
was the same as that presented at the 
former trial. James Norris, ex-Deputy 
United States Marshal, testified that he 
had seen Martin Kelly beyond the lim- 
its of the jail, entirely alone, which 
constitutes an escape in law. United 
States Marshal Covarrubias told of 
visiting the jail and finding that Mar- 
tin Kelly was going at large. Ex- 
Sheriff James Booth of San Bernardino 
stated that he had seen Martin Kelly 
enjoying the performance at the thea- 
ter and wandering abroad at various 
other times. Mr. Post’s testimony was 
to the same effect. W. P. Reenes and J. 
Cc. King gave corroborating testimony. 

In order to show that Newton 
Brown was responsible for this lax 
state of affairs. the government 
brought forward Seth Marshall, fore- 
man of the late county grand jury. 
who testified to Brown’s having said 
that he was responsible for allowing 
prisoners to go at large and that no one 
else was to blame for it. J. W. Tib- 
bit, one of the committee sent to in- 
vestigate the County Jail, testified as 
to the state of affairs here. The last 
witness of the day was Charles Honey- 
well, a San Bernardino poiiceman who 
had seen Kelly walking the streets like 
a free man. 

By the time Mr. Honeyweil had un- 
bosomed himself, the clock hands had 
crept around to 4:30 o'clock, so the 
court adjourned until 16:30 a.m, today.

PASADENA ABLAZE, 


Wagonloads of Inflammable Ma- 
terials Piled in Vacant Rooms in 
the Williams Block—Unaafe Con- 
dition of the Salwation Army 
Headquarters. 


In the very heart of the business cen- 
ter of Pasadena there is in existence at 
the present moment a fire trap of the 
most dangerous and disgrareful char- 
‘acter, to which the atteation oy the 
City Marshal has been called in vain.

HORSES AND PORK. According to 
a dispatch from Boise City, Mont., 
strange results have followed the de- 
pression in the price of horses in Idaho. 
Many horses have been shipped to can- 
ning factories, but the latest method of 
realizing on the animals has developed 
in a scheme to dispose of them through 
‘pork. Hogs thrive on refuse and offal. 
Taking advantage of this, horses are | 
being killed and fed to hogs in large 
numbers. In Cassia county a krge 
band of horses belonging to Robert 
Grayson of San Francisco and Michael 
Hyde of Oreana is being gathered in by 
cowboys and killed for hogs. Others are 
following the example, and the greater 
portion of the range horses in that sec- 
tion will soon be converted into pork. | 
Those who are a little particular in re- 
gard to the food they consume will be 


apt to view with some suspicion the 


pork offered on the market in this sec- 
tion if this system of feeding hogs is 
continued. While it is true that hogs 
will thrive on an animal diet, pork that 
is produced in this manner cannot be 
considered as first-class food for human 
beings. When the hog is raised ex- 
clusively or chiefly on an animal diet 
he belongs in the same category as car- 
nivorous animals, such as the dog and 
cat. which are not utilized for food pur- 
poses.

The same q@estion is at 
present exciting much attention in San 
Francisco, Several weeks ago bids were 
called for by the Supervisors, and three 
were put in. According to the Engineer 
and Contractor one man offered the 
city $2510 cash, 2 per cent, per annum 
of the gross proceeds for fifteen 
years, and 5 per cent. per annum of the 
gross proceeds for thirty-five years. An- 
other offered 31105 cash, 1 per cent. per 
annum of the gross proceeds for the 
first fifteen years, 2 per cent. per an- 
num of the gross proceeds for the next 
fifteen years, and 3 per cent per annum 
for the next twenty years. 

L. V. Merle offered $5500 cash and nv 
percentage. The Health and Police 
Committee recommended the awarding 
of the contract to, Merle. The term of 
the franchise is fifty years, and .the 
charge for reducing or cremating gar- 
bage is to be 20 cents per cubic vard. 
The city is to be under no expense, but 
the company securing the franchise is 
to have a monopoly of the garbage de- 
stroying or reducing business for the 
entire period.

THE SLAYER OF JOSE SEPULVEDA 
CONFESSES. 


Julian Berduga, a Cousin of the 
Murdered” Man, Being Tightly 
Surrounded by Evidence, Admits 
the Crime, but Claims Self- 
defense. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 18.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The mystery surround- 
ing the identity of the murderer of 
José Sepulveda was short lived. Sheriff 
Nichols and his efficient corps of depu- 
tles worked on the case Monday until 
about midnight, and learned, among 
other things, that bad blood had existed 
for some time between the deceased 
and his cousin, Julian Berdugo, a 
young Mexican, who resides with his 
step-father, Antoniq Guilien, on Bush 
street, not far from the home of Se- 
pulveda and his mother. Sheriff Nich- 
ols thereupon stationed Deputies N, A. 
Ulm and Jack Landell and R. O. Pryor 
to watch the Guillen house, with in- 
structions’ to arrest Berdugo in the 
morning and bring him before him 
CNichols.) About 6 o’clock this (Tues- 

ay) morning, two of the watching of- 
‘ficers approached the front door of the 
--house and knocked, the other having 
Y gtationed himself at the rear. Soon 

after the knock on the front deor Bere 
dugo emerged at the rear, and, was 
promptly taken into custody. He was 
taken before Sheriff Nichols, who, 
after questioning him without much 
satisfaction, placed him in the County 

Jail. During the forenoon the evidence 

was reviewed and perfected until there 

was little doubt but that the right man 
was being held. About noon the Sher- 
iff again interviewed the prisoner and 

Berdugo, evidently realizing that there 

Was a strong case against him, made a 

straightforward confession, claiming, 

however, that he committed the deed 
_ im self-defense. His words to Sheriff 

Nichols were as follows:. 

“Yesterday Frank Castello and I came 
home trom El Toro about 5 o’clock, and 
after dark I got a pistol from Romon, 
my brother, and came to town on Bush 
street. Then I started home on Main 
street, and met José Sepulveda. José 
says: ‘You stop; I am going to kill you, 
you s—— of b——, you.”’ Then he shot 
at me with a pistol. Then I stepped 
a few steps back and drawed my pistol 
a ndshot him dead. Antonio Rios told 
me when the merry-go-round was here 
that José Sepulveda was going to kill 
me, and told me that José told him he 
was, No one else told me that José 
was going to kill me, but Florence and 
Nievas, José’s sisters. My name is 
Julian Berdugo, aged 27. I have lived 
in Santa Ana about five or six years, 

. and was born in Pomona. I went from 

Pomona to Yorba when about 7 years 

old, and came from Yorba here about 

five or six years ago, and have lived 
here ever since.” 
.. The deceased young man was 
wrephew of Ignatio and Andronica Se- 

'- pulveda, the former of whom not long 
‘ago received a Federal appointment 
from President Cleveland in Mexico. 
The Sepulvedas are one of the best 
known of the old Spanish Californian 
families, and the deceased, while poor, 
is related to wealthy people. His re- 
mains were viewed by many during the 
forenoon. 

Coroner George C. Clark arrived from 
Fullerton at 9:30 Monday evening, This 
forenoon he procured the services of 
Drs. Lacy and Rubelman, who per- 
formed an autopsy and found that the 
bullet lodged against the skull just 
above the occipital protuberance. The 
missile had passed entirely through 
the brain, entering the head just belo 
the left eye, and caused instant dea 
or unconsciousness. In the light of day 
powder marks about the left side of 
the face wcre prominent, showing that 
the shot was fired at close quarters. 

The coroner’s inquest was held at 1:30 
this afternoon. Herman Harris told 
how he stumbled over the body on his 
way to town, and of the shot he heard 
about five minutes previous. 

Berdugo was questioned and reiter- 
ated substantially what he had already 
stated to the Sheriff. He said further 
that he was four or five yards from the 
deceased when he fired the shot, but 
the powder marks on the dead man’s 
face gave silent but unalterable ref- 
utation to such a claim.

POMONA. 


Exchanges Shipping Fruit—Irriga- 
tion of Orange Groves. 
POMONA, Feb, 18.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The San Antonio Fruit 


Exchange of Pomona and Claremont 


has more orders for fruit than it can 
handle, but the exchange is holding 
back its shipments as long as possible, 
waiting for the eastern wholesale fruit 
dealers to regain the confidence they 
had in the orange yield of Southern 
California previous to the sending to 
those markets hundreds of carloads of 
green fruit last December, and frosied 
fruit from Riverside and that locality 
last month. Up to January 1 the whole- 
sale buyers in New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia gladly paid good prices 
for Southern California navetls, but the 
shippers who sent there the two-thirds 
ripe and frost-bitten oranges have cre- 
ated a distrust that is hard to dispel. 
Mr. Dreher of the San Antonio Ex- 
change says that so far less than one- 
third the fruit controlled by the ex- 
change here has been sent to market, 
and he is sure that. with strictly fair 
dealing, a guarantee of the quality with 
each shipment of fruit, and a careful 
exercise of good judgment, the de- 
mand for Southern California navels 
will be much better ten days from now. 
The market has shown marked im- 
provement in the last fortnight. The 
oranges may now be shipped east fast 
enough and there is a market for them, 
but the low prices for the fruit is what 
bothers the shippers. 
POMONA BREVITIES. 

The present winter in this region wilt 
long be remembered as the “summer” 
winter of Southern California. It is 
doubtful if there has been any winter 
in a decade or more when the temper- 
ature has generally ranged so high as 
in the present season. The past week 
has been one of the warmest at this 
period of the year that Pomona people 
recall in a long time. Rain would be a 
great blessing to every one in Pomona 
Valley just now, and if it would pour 
down steadily for five or six days it is 
likely no one would find any fauit. 

The carpenters and paifiters say this 
is a very dull season for them, but. that 
the past year has generally been a busy 
one in Pomona so far as building is 
concerned,

SAN PEDRO. 
Queer Results of an Anonymously- 
Called Convention. 


SAN PEDRO, Feb. 18.—(Régular Cor- 
respondence.) There was a liveiy 
meeting called as a “‘citiz-ns’” conven- 
tion at Swinford’s Halli Monday evén- 
ing to nominate city officers. Citizens 
and what are alleged to be others were 
ihere to the number-of about five hun- 
dred. An anonymous:cal! in the form 
of posters had been issued for the 
gathering and there was curiosity as 
to who would stand before -the as- 
sembled populace and father the call. 
Nobody fathered it and there was dis- 
appointment. The meeting was call d 
to order by “Dynamite” And rson, as 
he is commonly and even familiarly 
known, but he disciaimed the responsi- 
bility of the meeting by saying the 


call had been issued by a committee, 


the names of whose members had 
withheld. 

City Recorder Patterson declined to 
preside and B. C. Sweet was chosen 
chairman. W. H. Savage presented a 
resolution that the right to vote at the 
convention be granted to all men whose 
names were on the great register and 
to those who expected to be eligible 
to vote when the time of election cam. 
“Dynamite” Anderson, who is alleged 
to have formerly been connected with 
the Seaman’s Union but who, it ap- 
pears, has since had a “faliing out” 
with it, urged that the names of all 
men voting be recorded. This did not 
meet with the apphoval of the crowd 
and was hootel down, the resolution 
offered by Mr. Savage being adopted. 

Printed tickets bearing the names of 
J. T. Martin, John Jensen and C. G. 
Schultz, as candidates for Trustees, 
were presented, but these names did 
not suit and John Malgren and N. W. 
Tilton for four-year terms and Dr. W. 
A. Weldon for the two-year t°rm were 
selected. Among the other names put 
forward were Julius Scicks, H. M. Da- 
ken, John Jensen and Mr. Anderson. 

Mr. Savage nominated Harry Grim- 
shaw and a man whose names does 
not appear to be well known but who 
is said to be a, union sailor, nominated 
James McLaren, ‘who was formerly 
agent of the Seaman’s Union but who 
at present, at least nominally, does not 
occupy that position. Albert Hult, the 
incumbent, was also nominated, but 
the most votes were declared to be for 
McLaren. For City Cierk Joseph Connor 
the incumbent, wus nominated and for 
City Treasurer the nomination went to 
Mr. Minor. 

During the convention, which lasted 
till long after midnight, there were nu- 
merous protests against the way voting 
was done without recording names of 
voters, but the crow: failed to sustain 
the protests. It is alleged that a haf 
dozen or sO men were seen to vote 
twice at the same ballot and that the 
convention was very largely made up 
of union sailors and fishermen, many 
of whom will probably be far away 


‘from San Pedro when the time for the 


city election comes. It is further sajd 
that what the convention did is a mat- 
ter of little consequence and that this 
statement will be proved to be correct 
when the city election is held. Some of 
the nominees are men to whom there 
would probably be little objection 
were it not for the fact that they 
are tinfortunately associated on the 
ticket. As for. McLaren, it is not 
anticipated he will get any larger fo)- 
lowing than can be had from the union 
sailors, which is not much.

It is but a trifle 
over five blocks from D street to the 
depot, and the law allows one line to 
use the track of another for five blocks 
on one street. The _ difficulties pre- 
sented are not. insurmountable, 
there is no doubt that a franchise will 


be granted by the City Trustees when 


asked for.

To put the matter in another way, 
upward of nine hundred cohmpanies 
have been organized thus far to oper- 
ate in the district, and dozens more 
are being put in the fleld each week. 
Of these nine hundred or more compa- 
nies about 6 per cent., or fifty or sixty 
in all, own producing mines. And of 
the latter but twelve or fifteen are divi- 
dend-payers. 

Of course, in the clever and seductive 
circulars which the countless mining 


brokers scatter broadcast, you will read, 


of this or that company which will be 
a dividend-payer the very next week, 
or the very next month, or something 
like that, and whose stock may be 
bought now for a song, and later be 
worth par. And they point to numer- 
ous instances—to such splendid mines 
as the Portland, for example. Just a 
year ago stock in the Portland was sell- 
ing at 49 cents, and now it is some- 
where around 200, and paying a divi- 
dend of 12 per cent. on this va_ue. There 

¢ a number of such instances as this, 
so ‘that it is slight wonder that peaple 
should tose their senses and invest in 
all sorts of worthless and “wildcat” 
schemes that are thrown on the mar- 
ket. But if you will recall to mind that 
the gold kings of California did not 
make their money mining in the’ hills, 
but by manipulation on the stock ex- 
changes, you may perhaps conclude to 
keep your money in a safe place. I do 
not mean that all of the stocks offered

worthless, but I do mean to say that 
most of the companies that are being 
floated or offered in the East wre the 
sort that have no standing. or will 
bring in Colorado nothing lke the price 
asked for them East.

COYNE AFTER COIN. 


DID HE TRY TO EXTORT MONEY '

FROM T. D. STIMSON? 


A Private Detective Arrested on the 
Charge of Assault to Murder a 


Milllonaire—The Alleged Dyna- 
miter in Custody, 3 


Iienry Coyne is in the City Jail on 
the serious charge of assault to com- 
mit murder. The charge is ali the 
more sensational from the fact that the 
prisoner's intended victim is alleged to 
have been T. D, Stimson, the million- 
aire who has done so much for the up- 
building of*Los Angeles. 

Coyne, in short, is accused of being 
the man who is responsible for the 
explosion of a dynamite bomb at Mr. 
Stimson’s residence on the night of 
February 6. Although technically 
charged with assault to murder, the 
culprit’s real crime, if he be guilty of 
any, appears to be an attempt to. ex- 
tort money, the bomb being exploded 
not so much, perhaps, with the view 
of doing Mr. Stimson bodily injury, as 
for the purpose of scaring him into 
paying money. 

According to the story told by the 
police and Mr. Stimson, Coyne at- 
tempted as bold a scheme to blackmali 
the capitalist as has ever been heard 
of in Los Angeles, The scheme was so 
bold, in fact, that it was bound to lead 
to the ultimate detection of the con- 
spirator. A weaker man than Mr, 
Stimson might have yielded to the im- 
portunities for money, but the wonder 
is that Coyne was allowed to persist 
in his machinations so long without 
interference. 

Coyne is a nervy young fellow not 
over 24 years of age, who came to Los 
Angeles about a year ago and started 
a private detective agency. He first 
gained notoriety in connection with the 
Wong Chee murder case. It was he 
who wormed himself into the confi- 
denee of two boys, who claimed. to 
have witnessed the murder of Lou 
Suey in which Wong Chee was impli- 
cated, and obtained evidence which re- 
sulted in the incarceration of the boys 
for perjury. Detective Insley employed 
Coyne temporarily on this case. After 
that he was in the detective business 
for himself with a man named Brent- 
ner. 

Some months ago T. D. Stimson em- 
ployed Coyne, in his capacity as a de- 
tective, to accompany a son of Mr. 
Stimson to the City of Mexico. On 
that trip Coyne is supposed to have 
posted himself pretty well on the af- 
fairs of the Stimson household through 
the young man, and evolved a scheme 
by which to make some money out of 
the millionaire. 

On his return from Mexico, Coyne 
had a fight with his partner, Brentner, 
over some furniture which Hrentner 
had disposed of during his absence. 
Coyne drew a revolver and tried to 
shoot. Brentner, but the cartridge 
failed to explode. He then hit Brent- 
ner over the head with the weapon 
and was proceeding “to do him up” 
when other persons stopped! the fight. 
Coyne was arrested for battery, but 
the case was not prosecuted. Coyne 
next engaged with the Wong Chee fac- 
tion in Chinatown to do detectice work, 
off whom, it is alleged, he has been 
living, principally, since his return 
from Mexico. 

Soon after acting as escort to Mr. 
Stimson’s son, Coyne waited upon Mr. 


housekeepers and nurses gave only 23. 


Stimson senior and informed him that 
he had discovered a plot to do him in- 
jury. He said he did not know what 
calamity was about to strike the mil- 
lionaire, but the blow would either fall 
at home or in Mexico. .Mr.. Stimson 
paid no attention to the warning, as 
he suspected that the young man was 
simply trying to frighten him into em- 
ploying him as night watchman at 
his premises. 

Almost daily Coyne would go to. Mr. 
Stimson’s. office and inquire if any- 
thing had happened at his house. One 
afternoon he met Mr. Stimson at his 
residence and showed him where the 
glass of one of the windows opening 


had been cut and the window frame 
carved as though by a burglar. On the 
window § sill lay a cheap glass-cutter. 
On the previous night Frank W. Sa- 
‘bichi, whose father’s residence ad- 
joins Mr. Stimson’s, surprised a man 
prowling about Mr. Stimson’s house 
and drove him away. Mr. Stimson 
noted all these things, but instead of 
employing Coyne as his defender, he 
notified Chief of Police Glass, who 


employing Coyne as watchman. | 
On February 6 the explosion occurred 


informed Mr. Stimson that he anew 
who did it, but he could not inform on 
the guilty persons without getting him- 
self into trouble that would necessitate 
his leaving Los Angeles, which he was 
quite willing to do, providing Mr. 
Stimson would give him enough money 
to pay his debts here and pay his way 
out of town. The millionaire refused 
to do this and Coyne continued his 
offers to produce the men for money. 
The police were informed of all that 
was going on and a close watch was 
kept on Coyne. One day last week 
while Chief Glass was.in Arizona, 
Coyne encountered Capt.. Roberts at 
Mr. Stimson’s office. This probably 
gave him the cue that the police. “were 
on,”’ for last Sunday afternoon, after 
the Chief's return, Coyne went boldly 
to the Chief's office and told him of 
an alleged conspiracy to do Mr. Stim- 
son or his family harm. He said there 
were three men in the plot and they 
would either blow up his residenée, 
burn his hiumber vards or stab him in 
the back. The men were unéer his 
control and would make an attaci 
whenever he gave the word, but for 
$60 cash in advance and a larger 
amount afterward, he would inform 
on the conspirators and deliver them 
all into the hands of the police. He 
went into particulars about his own 
affairs and told how he had been run 
out of Denver, Kansas City and other 
town by crooks who “had it in’’ for 
him.

Coyne even went so far as to tell Mr. 
Stimson that the dynamite cap and 
fuse with which giant powder was ex- 
ploded at his residence was bought at 
a certain hardware store at Monrovia, 
Detective Hawley made a 
special trip to Monrovia to verify this, 
and was told by the store-Keeper that 
a young man did make such a purchase 
there on the date mentioned.
